Murder suspect held 

Police on hunt for others in Pillay homicide case

More than a month after 
family members found 40- 
year-old Preshandra Pillay 
bleeding and beaten in 
the doorway of his south- 
side apartment building, 
police have charged a 
man in connection with 
his death. 

Sean Luther Reaugh, 30, 
was quietly taken into cus¬ 
tody Tuesday, and was 
charged with second-de¬ 
gree murder, robbery, cred¬ 
it card fraud and two

strip club at 78 Avenue and 
71 Street the evening of Ju¬ 
ly 7.

• Pillay's death was treated 
as suspicious by police until 
recently. He is now consid¬ 
ered Edmonton's 17th mur¬ 
der victim of the year. 


That’s when the assault oc¬ 
curred,” she said, adding 
it’s believed the victim and 
suspect were strangers. 

It’s believed the victim 
and suspects had little to 
no interaction in the club 
before the attack, Carlson 
added.

Though the gov¬ 
ernment does not negoti¬ 
ate with terrorists, a visit 
from a political figure to 
the Somalian government 
could mean a chance for 
freedom, Clayton said.

The success of a one-man 
show, or a one-woman 
show for that matter, can 
often depend on a certain 
sense of self-awareness, or 
engaging members of the 
audience to make them 
part of the proceedings. 
When it works, it can be 
theatrical magic. When it 
doesn’t... heck, it looks 
lonely up there. 


Randy Rutherford’s 
Weaverville Waltz is a child¬ 
hood reminiscence of unre¬ 
quited love and a troubled 
home life interspersed with 
snippets of song — one of 
Rutherford’s award-win¬ 
ning trademarks. 

It’s hard not to like 
Rutherford as a performer; 
he’s got an easy charm and 
a gift for creating nuanced 
characters. But as a play, 
Weaverville Waltz is one 
slow dance. The play’s 
young protagonist, Randy, 
suffers humility at the 
hands of school bullies and 
a drunken stepfather, but 


by the play’s end it’s hard to 
discern exactly how those 
experiences shaped his 
adult life. And because it 
took so long to get there, I 
sort of stopped caring. The 
Waltz is at least 20 minutes 
too long. 

More successful is The 
Further Adventures of An¬ 
toine Feval, actor Chris 
Gibbs’ comedic take on the 
Sherlock Holmes mythos 
(this may whet the appetite 
for those waiting expectant¬ 
ly for Robert Downey Jr.s’ 
upcoming big-screen turn 
as Holmes). 

In the show, Gibbs takes 


on the role of Bamaby, a 
Watson-like sidekick to the 
titular London master 
sleuth Feval. Together, they 
must stop a conspiracy to 
take over the British Em¬ 
pire, i.e. the world. It’s 
grandiose, but the fact is 
that I can scarcely remem¬ 
ber the plot; it strikes me 
that Gibbs may well make it 
up as he goes along from 
show to show anyway. 

On the shoulders of a 
lesser actor, that lack of 
plotting could be painful to 
watch, but Gibbs only splits 
sides. He keeps things 
rolling, glossing over the 


details in favour of adlib- 
bing or playing off the audi¬ 
ence. His rapid-fire dry wit 
and deadpan delivery make 
you forgive, and forget, that 
there was a story in the first 
place.

Laser leads to charge 

Man arrested after beam shone into chopper

A 38-year-old Lacombe 
man has been charged 
with shining a laser point¬ 
er into a helicopter. 

AIR-1, the Edmonton Po¬ 
lice Service helicopter, was 
flying over 106 Street and 
Whitemud Drive just be¬ 
fore 10:30 p.m. on Wednes¬ 
day when something dis¬ 
rupted the pilots; someone 
had shone a laser beam in¬ 
to the cockpit. 

After the flight crew 
traced the light back to a 
vehicle near 38 Avenue 
and Mill Woods Road, they 
guided ground units to the 
suspect. Police pulled the 


suspect over near 34 Av¬ 
enue and 91 Street and ar¬ 
rested him. 

Alvin Bautista, 38, of La¬ 
combe has been charged 
with interfering with the 
safe operation of an air¬ 
craft under the federal 
Aeronautics Act. 

“This is the first time 
we’ve charged anyone un¬ 
der the Aeronautics Act,” 
said Jeff Wuite, EPS public 
information officer. 

The police are unsure of 
any possible motivation. 

“It’s certainly not com¬ 
mon, but this isn’t a 
unique situation,” said 
Wuite. “We’ve had several 
incidents like this in Ed¬ 
monton.” 

According to Wuite, inci¬ 


dents like this have oc¬ 
curred across North Ameri¬ 
ca ever since laser pointers 
became an item that was 
readily available to the 
public. 

A weak laser pointer 
could temporarily alter a 
pilot’s night vision, mak¬ 
ing flight unsafe. 

Unfortunately, laser 
pointers also have the po¬ 
tential to cause real dam¬ 
age: A stronger pointer 
could actually cause per¬ 
manent tissue damage. 

Purposely obscuring or 
altering a pilot’s vision, es¬ 
pecially one flying over a 
residential area, could also 
have disastrous conse¬ 
quences for those on the 
ground.

CRTC won't disclose identities of list violators 


WEATHER Close to 69,000 On¬ 
tario residents were left 
without power after a series 
of destructive thunder¬ 
storms and several torna¬ 
does ripped through south¬ 
western Ontario Thursday. 

Over half of these resi¬ 
dents are in the area of 
Owen Sound and Wallcer- 
ton, which is just north of 
Durham, Ont., where a tor¬ 
nado was spotted. 

The OPP have confirmed 
there is at least one fatality 
after strong winds and 
storms blasted through the 
town of Durham, 50 kilo¬ 
metres south of Owen 
Sound, this afternoon. Resi¬ 
dents said a shed collapsed 
in a conservation park in 
the north end of town, 
killing a person inside. 

Another 6,000 people in 
cottage country near Geor¬ 
gian Bay and in Muskoka 
were left in the dark, said 
Hydro One representative 
Daniele Gauvin. The num¬ 


bers do not include homes 
and businesses in the York 
region, which was battered 
by high winds. 

In Toronto, subway serv¬ 
ice was suspended between 


Wilson and Downsview sta¬ 
tions after outages.

The CRTC is to hold secret 
talks next week to 
determine whether three 
unidentified 

telemarketers knowingly 
violated the national do- 
not-call list, the Toronto 
Star has learned. 

The agency has gone to 
extraordinary lengths to 
ensure you don’t know 
who the telemarketers are 
and what they did. They 
won’t even let you know 
when exactly the three 
CRTC commissioners han¬ 
dling the matter are going 
to talk to each other by 
phone. 

The Canadian Radio-tele- 
vision and Telecommuni¬ 
cations Commission took 
the step of striking the 
panel after the telemar¬ 
keters refused to pay 
undisclosed fines. 

A CRTC spokesperson

do-not-call list can be fined 
up to $15,000 per call, and 
individuals can be fined up 
to $1,500. 


said if the three commis¬ 
sioners, Timothy Denton, 
Louise Poirier and Michel 
Arpin, determine the tele¬ 
marketers have violated 
the almost year-old rules, 
only then will their names 
be published along with 
the fine on the CRTC web¬ 
site. 

The no-call-list law was 
introduced in September 
2008 to protect consumers 
from being bothered by 
telemarketers. 

Some seven million tele¬ 
phone numbers have been 


registered on the do-not- 
call list. 

Queen’s University law 
Prof. Art Cockfield said yes¬ 
terday the CRTC should be 
shaming telemarketers, 
not going to great lengths 
to protect their identity. 

Besides refusing to name 
telemarketers, the CRTC 
went as far as telling the 
Toronto Star “there are no 
documents” relating to of¬ 
fending telemarketers, 
even though it has issued a 
total of seven telemar¬ 
keters with violation no¬ 
tices and confirmed that 
hundreds of others were 
under investigation. 

“Disclosing the identity 
of the telemarketing com¬ 
pany would act as a signifi¬ 
cant deterrent, the so- 
called shaming factor,” 
said Cockfield.

Millions of Afghans went 
to the polls Thursday, defy¬ 
ing Taliban threats of vio¬ 
lence and sporadic attacks 
to choose a president in 
the midst of a worsening 
war. 

“The Afghan people 
dared rockets, bombs and 
intimidation and came out 
to vote,” President Hamid 
Karzai told a news confer¬ 
ence after polls closed. 

The Afghan government 
said nine civilians and 14 
members of the security 
forces were killed in a total 
of 135 incidents country¬ 
wide on polling day. 

Rockets fell on towns, es¬ 
pecially in the south and 
east, and two gunmen 
wearing suicide vests were 
killed in a gunbattle in Kab¬ 
ul, but the Taliban failed to 
mount a single spectacular 
strike that could threaten 
the poll. Violence tapered 
off as the day went on. 


Election results 

• Preliminary results are not 
due for two weeks, although 
polling stations could begin 
to report sooner. 

“Overall, the security sit¬ 
uation has been better than 


we feared. That is certainly 
the most positive aspect of 
these elections,” said Kai Ei- 
de, head of the UN mission 
in Kabul. 

“The security situation 
has, in general, allowed 
people to take part in the 
elections,” he said. Pre-elec¬ 
tion polls showed Karzai, in 


power since 2001, is likely 
to win but not by enough to 
avoid a run-off against his 
main challenger, his for¬ 
mer foreign minister Ab¬ 
dullah Abdullah. If Karzai 
fails to win more than 50 
per cent of the vote he will 
face a run-off in October.

IRAQ Iraqis seethed at their se¬ 
curity forces Thursday after 95 
people died and more than 
1,000 were wounded in the 
bloodiest day of attacks in Iraq 
this year, many blaming political 
infighting as elections near.

a new leader of the Con¬ 
gress of Aboriginal Peoples, 
an organization founded to 
represent off-reserve Abo¬ 
riginal Peoples, they will 
not just be answering the 
question of who leads the 
congress, but perhaps who 
actually represents Aborigi¬ 
nal Peoples in Canada. 

During the CAP’S 38-year 


history it has battled for 
that right with the better 
known — and richer — As¬ 
sembly of First Nations (the 
AFN received $27 million in 
grants from the federal gov¬ 
ernment alone in 2008, 
compared to $5.5 million 
for CAP), which says it rep¬ 
resents all First Nations, 
though its leadership is 
elected only by First Na¬ 
tions band chiefs, whose 
governments receive $10 
billion in funding from In¬ 
dian Affairs — a source of 
tension for First Nations 
people living off reserve 
who can’t access those 
funds or that level of sup¬ 
port. 


According to Department 
of Indian and Northern Af¬ 
fairs Canada population 
projections, in 2009, there 
are 482,600 on-reserve Sta¬ 
tus Indians and 350,000 off 
reserve, though Statistics 
Canada says only 40 per¬ 
cent of First Nations people 
live on reserves. 

So at stake in these elec¬ 
tions is this: Will a new CAP 
leader work with the newly 
elected AFN National Chief, 
Shawn Atleo, on behalf of 
all aboriginals, rather than 
against each other as their 
two predecessors did? 

How bad was it? The 
AFN’s former national chief 
Phil Fontaine declared in 


2007 about CAP: “It is 
deeply insulting when the 
government supports a 
puppet organization, of 
questionable representa¬ 
tion, with a straw man for a 
leader, who slams First Na¬ 
tions leadership.” 

In 2008, CAP’S former na¬ 
tional chief Patrick Brazeau 
responded: “The AFN na¬ 
tional chief said he repre¬ 
sents all First Nations peo¬ 
ple. Well, I’m a First Na¬ 
tions person and I did not 
give him that right to repre¬ 
sent me. As a matter of fact, 
he living off-reserve, means 
I represent him.” 

Let’s add a few more na¬ 
tional organizations into 


the mix: The Inuit Tapiriit 
Kanatami, the Metis Nation 
and the Native Women’s 
Association. 

Collectively, the five or¬ 
ganizations represent all In¬ 
digenous Peoples. Some¬ 
times they work together, 
but for the most part they 
don’t. 

Clearly all Indigenous 
Peoples are not one homog¬ 
enous body, and are all veiy 
distinctive. 

But surely no one can ar¬ 
gue that collectively they 
are on the same page as a 
result of the poor treat¬ 
ment of Indigenous Peo¬ 
ples. All are fighting for 
recognition and implemen¬ 


tation of rights, within the 
law. 

The CAP election may be 
the first step for an organi¬ 
zation to take the high road 
and elect a leader that is 
willing to go the extra mile. 
All Indigenous Peoples are 
looking for leaders that can 
bring them a better life. Ed¬ 
ucation, health care, em¬ 
ployment, justice, thriving 
economies and equality are 
issues that need attention. 
Will it ever be possible to 
form one political body to 
represent all?

Words are my business. So 
it shouldn’t surprise any¬ 
one that I pay more atten¬ 
tion to them than most. I 
must ensure that whatever 
I write is spelled properly 
and correctly conveys the 
meaning I intended.

Hearing someone say, “I 
seen him do it.” or “I 
would have went.” will 
probably always make me 
cringe. But, in the end, lan¬ 
guage is about conveying 
meaning and if the listener 


or reader arrives at the cor¬ 
rect meaning in spite of er¬ 
rors in usage, then so be it. 

All that being said, there 
are still examples of writ¬ 
ing that stop me dead in 
my tracks. I see one such 
example every day. 

Outside one of Edmon¬ 
ton’s downtown office tow¬ 
ers that has stores on its 
main floor there are ban¬ 
ners that say “The shop’s 
For the life of me, I 
have not been able to fig¬ 
ure out what this state¬ 
ment is supposed to mean. 

Without the apostrophe, 
I could take it to mean that 
the banner was pointing 
out the entrance to the 


shops in the building. That 
would at least make sense. 
However, maybe it is 
meant to say “The shop is 
at.” But what shop is it re¬ 
ferring to? The idea that 
the apostrophe is meant to 
show possession is com¬ 
pletely beyond my compre¬ 
hension.

“My first 
charge is to get the compa¬ 
ny to operate at the level it 
used to operate, being the 
world’s best,” he said, ac¬ 
cording to the report. “The 
fact is we owe the U.S. gov¬ 
ernment a lot of money 
and we are not going to be 
able to pay it back just by 
our profits, so we will sell 
some of the company off, 
but only at the right time 
at the right price.” 

An AIG spokeswoman 
declined to comment on 
the report, or the increase 
in the company’s stock 
price on Thursday. 

AIG will become “a little 
smaller. It is too big for 
any one person to run. It is 
huge,” Benmosche said, 
according to a video 
recording by Bloomberg.

With the financial pressure 
off, Sushma was better able to 
concentrate on her own job hunt. 

She had met consultants, applied 
for positions, and eventually landed 
a job with Research in Motion. 

When their immigration papers 
came through, Baskar says his father 
and brother advised him to move 
to Canada with his wife rather than 
coming alone first, finding a job and 
then getting her to join him. “Enjoy 
both the hardships and the happiness 
together”, they said. 

Things which can be overwhelm¬ 
ing for a new immigrant were handled 
with such ease thanks to the friendly 
and helpful people at Scotiabank.

Bolt sets another record 


Jamaican breaks his 200m mark days after setting new loom standard

Jamaica’s Usain Bolt shat¬ 
tered his own 200-metre 
world record on Thursday 
to win gold at the world 
championships in a 
breathtaking 19.19 
seconds and secure his 
place as the greatest 
sprinter ever seen. 

One year exactly after 
he posted 19.30 seconds 
at the Beijing Olympics to 
beat Michael Johnson’s 
“untouchable” 19.32 from 
the Atlanta Games, he 
sliced another 11 hun¬ 
dredths of a second off 
just as he did in Sunday’s 
100 when he ran 9.58. 


Bolt, who turns 23 on 
Saturday, is now the 
world record holder and 
world and Olympic cham¬ 
pion in both sprints — 
something no other ath¬ 
lete has achieved.

There are parts of Inglouri¬ 
ous Basterds — Quentin 
Tarantino’s intentionally 
audacious fusing of 
spaghetti westerns and 
Second World War epics — 
that are brilliant. But there 
are just as many parts sur¬ 
rounding them that fall 
flat. 

Tarantino loves playing 
with audience expecta¬ 
tions as to who lives and 
dies, and here it can get 
frustrating, with time and 
dialogue lavished on seem¬ 
ingly important characters 
who get snuffed out with 


minimal fanfare. 

It’s interesting, then, 
that the most compelling 
person in the film, the vil¬ 
lain Col. Landa (Christoph 
Waltz), is pure conven¬ 
tion: A smiling, charming 
and deliciously evil Nazi. 
That the character pops 
off the screen so well is all 
thanks to the incredible 
performance Austrian- 
born Waltz delivers. He 
commands the audience’s 
attention, and richly re¬ 
wards them for it. 

His first chance to shine 
is perhaps the film’s bright¬ 
est moment, an opening se¬ 
quence set in a French 
farmhouse in which Landa 
interrogates a farmer who 
may or may not be hiding a 
Jewish family. As a stand¬ 
alone scene, it is perhaps 
Tarantino’s best ever. Con¬ 
versely, another standalone 
scene, set in a German base¬ 
ment tavern, literally splits

the film down the middle, 
killing any momentum 
built up and cancelling out 
much of the work the story 
had done. It’s quite frustrat¬ 
ing — and the new best ex¬ 
ample of Tarantino’s chron¬ 
ic self-indulgence going hor¬ 
ribly wrong. 

Two main sticking 
points keep Basterds from 
succeeding as a whole. The 
first is the name. The film 


is being sold on Brad Pitt’s 
titular team of American 
Jews on a mission of brutal 
revenge against Nazis. Ex¬ 
cept they’re supporting 
characters at best, and 
most of their action takes 
place off-screen. (Of the 
eight Basterds, half don’t 
even have dialogue.) 

The other main problem 
is the intertwining of plot 
threads — or lack thereof.

Rob Zombie ditches campy humour in Halloween 2

But it was with his 2007 
remake of John Carpen¬ 
ter’s seminal 1978 indie 
slasher Halloween, that he 
really hit box office gold, 
and, in turn, was taken se¬ 
riously as a major Holly¬ 
wood player. 

Though he swore he

wouldn’t, Zombie has now 
revisited that controversial 
genre redux territoiy with 
Halloween 2 — opening 
next Friday. The supposed¬ 
ly leaner, gorier follow-up 
is, Zombie insists, a radical 
departure from his semi¬ 
faithful original. 

“The difference between 
this film and the first is the 
difference between House 
of 1000 Corpses and The 
Devils Rejects,” says the di¬ 
rector. 

“I didn’t care what peo¬ 
ple’s expectations were 
and I didn’t care about the 
Halloweens that had come 
before. I had complete cre¬ 
ative control to do whatev¬ 
er what I wanted.” 

Halloween 2 continues 
the sick saga of psychologi¬ 
cally damaged Laurie 
Strode (Scout Taylor-Comp- 
ton), who is still frying to 
evade the homicidal ram¬ 
page of her deranged 
masked serial killer broth-

Outside of his two 
leads, the director has also 
reassembled many of his 
other surviving cast mem¬ 
bers, including the leg- 
endaiy Malcom McDowell 
who reprises his turn as 
the wild eyed Dr. Loomis. 

“I think that directors 


like to work with the same 
actors all the time, because 
the performances they give 
are that much more dynam¬ 
ic.” Zombie says. 

“In the first film, work¬ 
ing with ... Malcom and 
Scout, we had just met 
and it was all professional. 
This time however, we 
broke through that wall 
and the results of that re¬ 
lationship are on the 
screen.” 

And even though 
past Zombie ef¬

While her career drama 
unfolds, we as the audience 
are supposed to agonize 
over Ryden not seeing the 
wonderful guy right in front 
of her, lovelorn BFF Adam 
(Zach Gilford). 

All of this might be worth 
overlooking if the story fol¬ 
lowed any sort of logic. But 
no, instead we watch Ryden 
get beat out for her dream 
job, complain about her 
family, and mope. Then, 
through no effort of her 
own, she suddenly gets her 
dream job after all. Not that 
it matters, since after a 
brief “excelling at work” 
montage, she gives it all up 
just as suddenly to follow 
her heart.

What do these artists have 
in common? Well, if you 
were to ask the red and 
black haired spitfire from 
Regina, Sask., known sim¬ 
ply as Shiloh, she’d tell you 
they’re her biggest 
influences. That and “a lot 
of ’80s music,” thanks to 
her dad. 

Her feisty, radio-friendly 
tunes like Operator (A Girl 
Like Me) and Goodbye, You 
Suck suggest this 16-year- 
old was raised on a steady 
diet of crunchy pop punk, 
but get her talking about 
Celine Dion and Shiloh is 
in awe.

“The message is just be¬ 
ing yourself and never let¬ 
ting that go because that’s 
one thing that you can al¬ 
ways keep,” she says. “No¬ 
body can take who you are 
away from you, no matter 
how you dress or who you 
are.” 

Though most of the al¬ 
bum focuses on the impor¬ 
tance of being yourself, 
Shiloh’s favourite song is ac¬ 
tually the kiss off anthem 
Goodbye, You Suck, which

The song will definitely 
be a crowd favourite on 
her 17-date headlining 
Canadian tour throughout 
August and September.
